62 Administrators Hear Dr. Freedman Talk 


Sixty-two hospital administrators, rep- 
resenting 46 hospitals, each a member of 
the Hospital Executives’ Club of New 
York, had cocktails, dinner and heard 
Dr. Mark A. Freedman, M.D. speak at 
HSS.

Dr. Freedman, one of the vice presi-

He pointed out that to date, of 
the first 180 hospitals in New York State 
submitting applications for Medicare Re- 
imbursement, only 10 were approved.

Although the Volunteer Department was formally organized on De- 
cember 11, 1941 — just 4 days after Pearl Harbor — Volunteers have 
played an active role in the work of the hospital for many years. No ac- 
curate records are available prior to 1938, but the 1937 Annual Report 
noted that “33 volunteers gave 1,833 hours.” 28 years later, in 1965, 
204 volunteers gave 21,210 hours, serving the needs of patients and 
supplementing the work of the professional staff by performing scores 
of different jobs. 

HSS volunteers in their blue uniforms can be seen 7 days a week, 
from early morning till late in the evening, on the patient floors, in the 
Clinic, and in almost every department of the hospital. The pictures 
(below) show only a few of their numerous activities. Many volunteers 
work beyond the range of the casual eye, performing those basic tasks 
that add up to immeasurable benefit for the hospital and its patients. 

Did you know — 

—that Social Service volunteers devote months of concentrated 
work every year to the processing of patients for summer camps? 

—that a number of volunteers are assisting doctors on research 
projects? 

—that many use their sewing talents to hand-finish slings for Cen- 
tral Sterile Supply, make and mend clothes for the children on 5 
South, fashion attractive items for OT’s annual Christmas sale, 
instruct interested patients in all forms of needlework, make and 
fill stockings for children every Christmas? 

—that volunteers assist P.S. 401 by tutoring youngsters in math- 
ematics and French? 

—that they give extra hours to clerical work, filing, making up in- 
formation folders, stuffing envelopes and gathering papers? 

—that Chaplaincy volunteers come in every Sunday to escort 
patients to religious services and share in their worship? 

—that every fall dozens of volunteers stand for hours in Radio City 
Music Hall collecting for the UHF campaign? Last year, with the 
help of staff-members-turned-volunteer, they collected a total of 
$2,655.96 — mostly in small change. 

—that 12 volunteers have given over 4000 hours of service to 
this hospital? 

—that 13 volunteers are members of the 15-25 Year Club? 

The list could go on and on, but it is impossible to recognize here 
all the individual contributions, large and small, made by each volun- 
teer. They deserve — each one of them — a special vote of appreciation 
for their loyalty and tireless work on behalf of HSS. Because — have you 
ever considered — what it would be like if for one week not one single 
volunteer showed up to lend a helping hand?
